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Academics:  Questioning  Youth  Searches 
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The  purpose  of  school  is  enducation.  The  main  function  of 
the  high  school  with  all  its  many  and  varied  extracurricular 
activities  is  still  that  of  teaching.  Today’s  complex  world  with 
problems  no  longer  simple  or  easily  solved  needs  educated, 
responsible  citizens.  The  high  school  diploma  has  become  a 
part  of  good  citizenship.  Today’s  graduate  is  offered  jobs  en¬ 
tirely  unavailable  to  anyone  with  less  education.  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  these  four  years  of  high  school  cannot  be  over¬ 
stressed  or  underestimated. 

A  good  student  not  only  studies  but  enjoys  learning.  New 
teaching  methods  and  dedicated  teachers  add  to  the  value  and 
enjoyment  of  learning.  Our  modern  high  school,  competent 
faculty  and  exceptional  facilities  all  are  noteworthy  parts  of 
academics  at  CCJHS  However,  the  most  important  link  in 
the  learning  process  is  the  student  himself.  What  kind  of  per¬ 
son  is  the  typical  student  at  CCJHS  ?  In  most  cases  he  comes 
from  a  middle  class  family.  He  lives  in  or  within  twenty  miles 
of  Columbia  City.  He  studies  hard  and  has  an  abundance  of 
school  spirit.  He  probably  eats  lunch  at  the  school  cafeteria 
and  spills  his  milk  about  once  in  four  years.  He  dates,  goes  to 
dances  after  games,  enjoys  convos  and  weekends.  Wrapped 
up  in  term  papers  and  footnotes,  he  still  manages  to  have  fun 
at  the  public  library  where  almost  every  night  he’ll  find  one 
or  more  of  his  friends. 
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A  new  look  came  to  some  of  the  mathematics 
courses  at  CCJHS  this  year.  Three  freshman  sec¬ 
tions  of  modern  algebra  and  one  sophomore  section 
of  modern  geometry  gave  students  a  new  slant  on 
math.  These  courses  were  designed  to  give  students 
a  greater  understanding  of  the  basic  principles  and 
reasoning  behind  mathematics.  Math  students  study 
the  composition  of  our  number  system  and  make 
use  of  graphs  and  special  symbols  to  enable  them 
to  visualize  problems.  There  were  also  courses  in 
conventional  algebra  and  geometry.

Every  year  new  scientific  discoveries  are  made, 
often  only  emphasizing  our  ignorance.  To  meet  the 
growing  demands  and  ever-increasing  challenges  of 
our  modern  world,  the  students  of  CCJHS  partici¬ 
pate  in  science  classes. 

All  freshmen  are  required  to  take  biology.  The 
students  organize  traditional  leaf  and  insect  collec¬ 
tions.  Worms,  frogs,  and  fish  are  dissected  and 
carefully  studied  to  enrich  the  biology  students 
understanding  of  animal  life. 

Donning  goggles  and  aprons,  chemistry  lab 
partners  explore  intricate  molecular  structure  and 
chemical  reactions.  Excellent  laboratory  facilities 
and  many  hours  spent  using  them,  make  chemistry 
both  enlightening  and  interesting. 

Why  a  machine  functions  and  the  fundamentals 
of  energy,  are  problems  faced  by  the  physics  student. 
Physics  students  participate  in  lab  experiments 
about  once  a  week.  In  their  work  with  vectors  and 
forces,  physics  students  went  to  the  football  field 
with  kites  to  prove  various  principles.

Students  Struggle  With  Mastery  of  English 


Success  is  probably  the  word  that  comes  most 
often  to  our  minds  as  we  consider  our  goals  for  the 
future.  How  much  success  we  gain  depends  a  great 
deal  upon  our  understanding  of  English  and  our 
ability  to  express  ourselves  to  others.  The  English 
department  at  CCJHS  tries  to  prepare  its  students 
for  the  years  to  come. 

Freshmen,  juniors,  and  seniors  had  literature 


courses  for  one  semester,  while  sophomores  spent  a 
semester  studying  speech  in  a  beginners  speech 
course.  Seniors  improved  reading  rate  and  compre¬ 
hension  using  the  SRA  reading  program.  Themes 
helped  to  develop  skills  in  expressing  our  thoughts 
in  writing.

Space  and  time  have  taken  on  new  meaning  in 
our  age  of  jets  and  missiles.  Distances  once  con¬ 
sidered  insurmountable  are  now  considered  pleasur¬ 
able. 

As  the  world  grows  smaller,  the  countries  are 
drawn  closer  together,  and  the  need  for  material 
understanding  increases.  CCJHS  offers  French, 
Latin,  and  Spanish  to  help  improve  understanding 
through  communication. 

The  French  and  Spanish  classes  make  use  of  the 
modern  language  laboratory  and  stress  learning  by 
speaking.  Spanish  classes  "live”  through  reports  on 
Spanish  artists  and  authors  and  listen  to  Spanish 
music.  France  comes  to  class  in  films  and  recordings. 

Though  Latin  is  no  longer  a  spoken  language,  its 
study  enlarges  our  understanding  of  English  and 
many  other  languages.  First  year  students  prepare 
projects  and  study  mythology  along  with  grammar 
and  translation  and  during  the  second  semester  they 
serve  as  slaves  to  second  yea*  students  at  the  annual 
Roman  Banquet.

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Social  Studies  Reveals  Man’s  Future 


The  key  to  the  future  lies  in  the  study  of  the  past 
and  associating  it  with  the  present.  This  knowledge 
and  insight  is  the  aim  of  the  social  studies  depart¬ 
ment.  World  history,  taught  usually  in  the  sopho¬ 
more  year,  gives  the  student  a  look  into  the  past 
of  the  world  in  general.  U.S.  history  brings  the 
study  of  times  gone-by  to  our  own  country.  Civics, 
a  required  course  for  Seniors,  teaches  the  students 
the  basic  plan  of  our  nation's  government  and  how 
it  operates. 

1964  was  an  election  year,  and  election  civics 
seemed  more  real  through  trips  to  the  local  Demo¬ 
cratic  and  Republican  headquarters.  Films  on  Com¬ 
munism  and  Socialism  made  civics  students 
appreciate  their  government  more.  A  visit  from  the 
4th  District  Congressman,  E.  Ross  Adair,  made 


students  realize  how  close  they  as  individuals  are 
to  the  government. 

However,  besides  learning  history  and  govern¬ 
ment,  we  must  understand  economics  and  ourselves. 
Through  investing  imaginary  money  in  the  stock 
market,  and  going  into  business  for  themselves, 
economics  students  learned  the  basic  concepts  of 
our  nation’s  economy.  Psychology  classes  helped 
students  understand  themselves  and  others. 

Geography,  also  a  part  of  the  social  studies  de¬ 
partment,  gives  students  a  greater  understanding  of 
our  world.  Vocational  information  points  out  the 
many  possibilities  of  jobs  available  to  the  worker 
in  today’s  world.

Today  the  unskilled  man  has  no  place  in  the  labor 
force.  Boys  at  CCJHS  find  vocational  classes  an  in¬ 
valuable  aid  in  preparing  for  their  future  employ¬ 
ment. 

Boys  wishing  to  be  farmers  find  that  agriculture 
has  become  a  science.

Working  toward  perfection  is  the  main  goal  of 
the  Commercial  Club.  The  first  step  toward  this  goal 
is  in  the  requirements  for  the  club.  Every  member 
must  be  able  to  type  forty-five  words  per  minute 
with  five  or  less  mistakes  or  be  able  to  take  short¬ 
hand  for  five  minutes  at  seventy  words  per  minute, 
and  have  two  semester  A’s  in  bookkeeping.

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The  "Exhaust  Pipe,”  or  better  known  today  as 
the  "Eagle,"  has  an  interesting  history.  Our  first 
paper  was  founded  in  1923.  It  was  named  the 
"Exhaust  Pipe.”  This  "Exhaust  Pipe"  was  printed 
on  four  pages  with  five  columns  by  the  Columbia 
City  Post,  each  issue  having  a  different  staff. 

In  1927,  the  "Exhaust  Pipe,"  although  it’s  hard 
to  believe,  was  discontinued  on  account  of  the 
deficit  which  was  established  by  each  issue  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  paper.  But  in  1933,  the  school's  paper 
was  back  on  the  press.  It  was  reestablished  with  a 
new  name,  new  policies,  and  a  new  staff.  What  was 
this  new  paper  who’s  flame  of  enthusiasm  still 
flickers  today?  Of  course,  the  "Eagle." 

The  paper  was  then,  and  still  is,  a  mimeographed 
paper,  and  today  is  a  five-column,  six  page  paper. 

In  1933,  when  the  "Exhaust  Pipe"  was  the 
school’s  paper,  two  hundred  ninety  papers  were 


sold  of  its  issue.  Today,  the  "Eagle"  prints  eight 
hundred  twenty  in  each  of  its  issues. 

Today,  nine  members  with  the  advisor,  make  up 
the  "Eagle"  staff.  Participating  along  with  the 
staff  in  the  making  of  our  paper  is  the  journalism 
class.  The  journalism  class  not  only  writes  many 
articles  but  it  also  assists  the  staff  in  various  help¬ 
ful  ways.  The  journalism  members  write  articles 
for  each  issue,  thus  receiving  points  for  their  writ¬ 
ings.  As  a  reward  to  the  staff  and  members  of  the 
journalism  class  for  their  work  on  the  paper,  there 
is  an  honor  banquet  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
where  pins  are  awarded  to  those  having  made  the 
necessary  points  for  their  year  in  school. 

As  you  have  seen,  the  staff  works  diligently  and 
strives  to  publish  each  week  a  newspaper  of  which 
the  Columbia  City  Joint  High  School  can  be  proud.

The  Eagles  hit  the  century  mark  against  Lig- 
ionier,  beating  them  100-64.

two  other  occasions.  They  averaged  69  points 
offensively  and  had  a  fine  58.9  defensive  average 
for  the  regular  season.  CC  finished  with  a  15-7 
record  after  Pierceton  beat  them  in  the  Sectional 
in  a  double-overtime  74-66,  Their  NEIC  record 
was  6-2.
